were much more than 400 feet anart. 
This law therefore discriminated between 
grog shops. 


Mr. Collins, of North Providence, sup- 


ported the law as it stands. 
The provi- 


sion is not simply to preserve the chil- 
dren from the sights of the grog shop but 
also from the sounds and, they do not go 
round the corner. They take the short- 
est course and there are words and sounds 
connected with a drunken brawl that can 
be beard more than 200 feet.
